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City Council Defers Decision 
On Proposed Curfew Law

After detailed discussion of 
the proposed curfew law pro- 
posed by the Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee at a worksession 
November 6, the Greenbelt City 
Council decided that the issue 
deserved another public airing. 
Mayor Judith Davis noted that a 
previous public forum drew al- 
most no citizen participation. 
The next hearing has not yet 
been scheduled. 

In response, Advisory Com- 
mittee Chair Dorry Ipolito 
stressed that the next meeting 
should be heavily publicized. 
The councilmembers expressed 
thanks to Ipolito, to committee 
vice chair Kelby Brick and city 
liaison Consuella Harris for re- 
searching the law and other is- 
sues in preparing for the 
worksession. 

“This is not a question of the 
city being a super-parent, but is 
a social responsibility the city 
has toward its youth,” Ipolito 
said in urging adoption of the 
curfew. The committee’s pro- 

posal is based on that of the city 
of Laurel. Davis noted that 
while the Youth Advisory Board 
favors the curfew, the Commu- 
nity Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB), headed by Kevin 
Hammett, opposes it. 

CRAB Opposed 

-CRAB opposed the curfew 
until it can be demonstrated that 
“there is a significant/concrete 
problem and that a curfew is the 
appropriate and best solution to 
that problem.” CRAB suggested 
providing more or later activities 
for young people and/or a coun- 
selor to do outreach. 

In response to councilmember 
Alan Turnbull’s question as to 
why Greenbelt needs a curfew 


when the county already has one, 
Ipolito responded that the city, as 
a chartered municipality, isn’t 
covered under the county ordi- 
nance. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said that the county’s 
ordinance could cover Greenbelt 
if the city took official action au- 
thorizing adoption of the county 
provisions. 

Greenbelt Police Patrol Com- 
mander Lt. Thomas Kemp stated 
that the Laurel Police Department 
had found its curfew to be a 
“positive tool.” He added, “We 
feel also that it would be a great 
tool to use, and that for the pro- 
tection of juveniles and citizens, 
we should know everybody who 
is out in Greenbelt late at night. 

.’ Kemp explained that a cur- 
few could make the nature of a 
police stop more clear. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that after seeing the low 
Laurel statistics on curfew en- 
forcement, he was concerned that 
possibly “We’re going to enact a 
law that we’re not going to en- 
force.” Councilmember Turnbull 
stressed that police enforcement 
should involve “the softest of 
touches” but noted also that “the 
unenforced law breeds contempt.” 

Urging council support of the 
curfew, Ipolito said, “Today we 
have a violent culture — kids have 
lousy parents and sometimes no 
parents. . . 
bility, and this is a quality-of-life 
issue. Either the curfew law is 
an acceptable tool or it’s business 
as usual.” 

Need for Statistics 

Questioned about the availabil- 
ity of statistics, Kemp said, “We 
don’t have- specific statistics at 
this time, but we could go to our 
daily log and reports for a gen- 
eral idea of the statistics.”

Martone’s parents were ath- 
letes; his dad, John (Shorty) 
Martone, had been a boxer: and 
his mother, Anne Martone, was 
single women’s tennis champ.

He was a member of the 
graduating class of Greenbelt 
High School in 1948. It was at 
Greenbelt High where he met his 
wife Pat, who was from 
Branchville. “He discovered me 
in Mr. Manifold’s history class,” 
Pat laughed. 

While at Greenbelt High, 
Martone was a member of the 
“Grizzlies,” Greenbelt High’s 
sports teams.

Mayor Davis commented, “I 
know our police are professional, 
but I feel a small concern that 
we could end up finding our- 
selves having people say we’re 
only stopping kids that look like 
they’re up to no good — that 
we're profiling or stereotyping or 
harassing.” Kemp responded, 
“We have to rely on the good 
faith of the officers.” 

CRAB member’ Konrad 
Herling spoke against a curfew 
law. “I think that at least part of 
the answer is the environment 
that we are helping create. . . if 
there are more people in the en- 
vironment, people at the New 
Deal Café, at a movie theater 
event, for example, that changes 
the tenor of an area and is part 
of the answer.” 

He noted that the city is 
working with Springhill Lake in 
this way and said another key is 
to be proactive with parents, and 
that problems with juveniles de- 
serve longer-range solutions. 

Resident Sheldon Goldberg 
said what he was hearing was 
“contradictory.” He asked rhetori- 
cally whether the curfew was to 
protect the community or to pro- 
tect the children.

Greenbelt School Principals 
Are Excited over Successes

“We are excited” was the 
phrase that local principals and 
school officials repeated over and 
over at the Advisory Committee 
on Education (ACE) meeting on 
November 6. This annual meet- 
ing, chaired by Leta Mach, has 
been held the last few years to 
inform the city of issues at each 
school. 

All of the Greenbelt schools 
were represented. Participating 
were Eleanor White, executive 
regional director of Prince 
George’s County Public Schools 
Region 2; Sylvester Conyers 
from Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School; Judy Austin and John 
LaPolla from Greenbelt Middle; 
Darul Watkins from Robert 
Goddard Middle; Linda 
Sherwood and Jan Reed from 
Springhill Lake Elementary; 
Kathy Curl, Paulette Watkins, 
Wendy Geagan, and Beth Novick 
from Greenbelt Elementary; 
Phyllis Gillens and Mary Ford 


from Magnolia; and Liz Whelan. 


from St. Hugh’s Catholic 
School. As the 14 representa- 
tives spoke of their schools’ ac- 
complishments, problems, and 
needs, their peers and the ACE 
members listened, asked ques- 
tions, and offered suggestions. 
Dr. Eleanor White, of Region 
2, which includes all of 
Greenbelt’s schools, spoke of 
goals for 2003 in the Maryland 
State Board of Education’s initia- 


tive New Millennium — Rigor

and Relevance. Among other 
things, they hope to raise the state 
MSPAP scores at least Six points 
by June 2001. 


According to White, Dr. Iris 


T. Metts, Prince George’s super- 


intendent of schools, wants to see 
a Six point increase in the Califor- 
nia Test of Basic Skills given to 
students in grades two, four, and 
six and to see 75% of test takers 
scoring higher than 50% on part 
II of the test. The school board 
is seeking to decrease the dropout 


rate from 2.5% in the county to 


0.5%. And, to keep up with the 
technology of the twenty-first 
century, all schools need to com- 
plete wiring for the internet. 

A facility audit to find- ‘pressing 
physical needs in the schools is un- 
derway with a report due by De- 
cember 15. In particular renova- 
tion plans for Greenbelt Middle 
School should be out by January 1. 

High Marks 

Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
received praise from White for 
the very high marks their students 
received on test scores. She also 
praised the school for having 700 
students in advanced placement 
(AP) courses. Sylvester Conyers, 
the high school’s principal, is 
looking at ninth graders to see 
what preparation is necessary to 
have more students in “AP 
courses in the twelfth grade.” 

John LaPolla, vice principal at 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS), 
told of interdisciplinary teams of 
students who plan activities 


within the school. For example, 
they might study history by look- 
ing at a museum, how exhibits 
are presented, the research 


needed to put on exhibits, and 


then the students build a mu- 
seum. Currently nine expeditions 
are planned. The school is seek- 
ing to enrich the curriculum by 
offering more advanced courses’ 
inchuding ninth grade curriculum, 
the French immersion program, 
and classes in French, Spanish, 
and Russian. 
Rising Expectations 

Judy Austin, also a vice prin- 
cipal at the middle school, spoke 
about the overall rising expecta- 
tions there. By encouraging 
reading they see increasing ver- 
bal knowledge. The Harry Potter 
books are currently being read at 
the school. After praising the 


books for being good teaching 


tools that reach across several dis-

Resident Hopi Auerbach op- 
posed the curfew, characteriz- 
ing it as “morally wrong be- 
cause 
children’s civil liberties.” 

Another resident, a father ac- 
companied by his two daugh- 
ters, opposed the curfew and 
said, “I want to keep the respon- 
sibility for my children to my- 
self.” 

The appropriate age for a cur- 
few was discussed at length. As 
written, the proposed curfew law 
would apply to persons 18 years 
old and under. Councilmember 
Edward Putens said he sees chil- 
dren out late on the streets who 
are 9 and LO years old. He 
concluded, “There’s a problem 
here, and it’s not going away.” 
He suggested the possibility of 
applying the curfew to age 16 
and under. 

No date was set, but the 
mayor said there will be a later 
meeting on the topic of “youth 
safety late at night.” It may be 
held when the weather is 
warmer, she said — by which 
time police should have some 
statistics.

Curl’s part was rewarded when, 
at the beginning of the 1999- 
2000 school year, Bauer agreed 
to replace a third grade teacher 
leaving for medical reasons. 
That third grade class became 
known as “Bauer’s Best.” 
Bauer says, “It is rewarding 
to witness students’ natural abil- 
ity to wonder and ask questions. 
It is through science that chil- 
dren explore the world in which 
they live. It is important for 
students to experience success 
regardless of academic abilities. 
If children feel excited about 


their investigations they are 


self-motivated and this increases 
time on task.” | 
Self-esteem 

Bauer continued, “An impor- 
tant aspect of student success is 
a committed volunteer who 
makes a difference in the self- 
esteem of the child. All of our 
students need good role mod- 
els.” 

Students use the scientific 
method during investigations. 
This format includes question, 
hypothesis, materials, procedure, 
results, and conclusion. Volun- 
teers can facilitate in small 
group investigations providing 
support and guidance. Bauer 
has a long list of opportunities 
for volunteers who enjoy work- 
ing with children. She needs 
someone who can help guide 
students through the thought 
process leading to scientific 
questions and help the students 
evaluate the big picture. Any- 
one who would like to help the 
students calculate data, work on 
student team issues, set up lab 
experiments, prepare trays, and 
do the grunt work, would be 
more than welcome in the Sci- 
ence Lab. 

Bauer has asked for help 
from the community in finding 
guest lecturers. This would 
help to motivate the students in 
preparation for the annual sci- 
ence fair. The science fair has 
been very important to all the 
students (K-6) and staff at GES. 
This March, she plans to have 
100% student participation in 
the science fair. The students 
become very excited about their 
projects and sometimes need 
more help than they can receive 
at home. In the past, the staff 
at GES has been generous with 
their time in and out of school,

Council Meets New ERHS 
Principal S. Conyers

A reception for Sylvester 
Conyers, the new principal of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
preceded the October 23 regular 
meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council. Later, representatives of 
the police department presented a 
report showing a decrease in crime 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
and other Greenbelt schools. 

Councilmembers, city staff, par- 
ents and Roosevelt students arrived 
half-an-hour before the regular 
meeting to meet and congratulate 
Conyers. During the meeting itself 
Conyers addressed those present to 
thank them and answer questions. 

“I’m very proud to say I’m the 
principal of ERHS,” Conyers said. 
“T look forward to attending more 
meetings to engage in dialogue 
with ACE and City Council about 
issues facing Greenbelt.” 

In response to questions from 
council about student safety, 
Conyers promised to work with 
police and the Advisory Commit- 
tee on Education (ACE) to curb 
pedestrian safety problems and 
campus safety problems. 

“Anything to protect the safety 
of young people,” said Conyers. 
“You don’t want to wait until after 
the fact, when a student is hurt, 
because you will always regret not 
taking measures beforehand.” 

Safety Report 

After a short discussion about 
pedestrian safety, two police offic- 
ers from the School Resource Of- 
ficer Program presented a sum- 
mary of their End-of-Year Report 
about criminal activity and arrests 
at ERHS and other Greenbelt 
schools. Cpl. | 
ported that over the past year the 
number of criminal violations has 
decreased. Only 68 arrests were 
made during the 1999-2000 school 
year compared to 105 from the 
previous year. 

The report also shows that the

After graduation he attended the 
University of Maryland on a boxing 
scholarship. Martone fought both 
amateur and professionally from 1945 
to 1964. A D.C. policeman, he was 
known as the “fighting cop” and won 
top Golden Gloves awards. 

For a time Martone worked at the 
Co-op grocery store. 

There were three generations of 
Martones in American Legion Post 
136. John Martone, his father, who 
fought in World War II; John D. 
Martone, who fought in the Korean 
War and John Martone, [I John D’s 
son), who fought in the Vietnam War.
